The most reliabie reports from Mexico 
City within the last twenty-four hours 
state that Gonzalez controls in’ Mexico 


cient, from a Mexican standpoint, force 
of soldiers, while Obregon, backed by as 
numerous but not so well, equipped a 
force, is at Tacubaya, a small-town in 
the Federal district. 

There is no question but that the Car- 
ranza régime has been completely oblit- 
erated, but as to whether compiete har- 
mony prevails in the ranks of the vari- 
ous elements that accomplished the 
overthrow of the First Chief in another 
question.

TESTING THE “SUPER-CREDITOR.” 

The Official statement. of the agres- 
ment reached by Luioxyp. Gsogcm and 
MILLERAND concerning interallied debts 
and German reparation ig not, wholly 
Clear, - But the echo both in financial 
Paris and financial London is sug- 
gestive. -The -inference is distinctly 
drawn. that, the. United States’ will be 
asked to go into a new form of debt- 
pooling. This timé the invitation is to 
be to shift ‘the loans made to France 
and England and others over to Ger- 
many, the United States to be paid as 
fast as Germany pays. There are in- 
cidentals of the plan, such as capital- 
izing: .and ‘guarguteeing the debt of 
Germany, issuing gold bonds ‘for 
American investors, and so on, but the 
substance of it is that the United 
States looks to Germany for payment 
of the sum. owed us by. the Allies, 
They. will earmark their reparation 
money'from Germany asa fund out of 
whicks their debt to us is to be paid. 

‘ What,’’ asks an’ English writer on 
finance, *‘ will thée.super-creditor, thé 
United States, say to this? ’’ 

It will surely say no. An American 
negative met the earlier proposal to 
throw all the war loans into a com- 
mon pot, and it will certainly be ap- 
plied to. this latest. suggestion. The 
reasons leap inthe face. If it is a 
quegtion of security; the United States 
is satisfied with what it has Bot. : It 


“has no desire.to exchange ‘debtors. 


Nor has it'the least desire to become, 
in effect; the sole and pressing creditor 
of Germany. Were the veiled scheme 
to be .carried out, the various inter- 
mediate steps of it would be forgotten, 
anf what we should haye would be the 
United States put into. the ‘hai- 
heartéd attitiide. of démandimg ten 
billions from Germany, while France 
and England were trying to make her 
think of.them ‘as her. very good com- 
mercial friends. It is inconceivable 
that .the United States could be so be- 
guiled, If the intent of the British 
and French Governments is ‘to -find 
out how our Government. would like 
it, the reply need not be delayed that 
we don’t like it at all. 

America.is ready to be a lenient 
creditor, in-respect.of her war loans to 
Europe. They were not made for the 
sake of profit. They were merely a 
part of our effort to win the war.

Wooprow WiLson is a tract of time 
and marvelous change ‘and. national

the eyes of few living men. Born: of 
a sound and ragged stock to the great 
inheritance of health, poverty and am· 
bition, beginning: at the counter oF a 
village store, . he was eminently. suc 
cessful in two great businesses and 
accumulated early a great ‘fortune. 
Turning to politics in middle life, he 
did good service as a Representative 
in Congress from this city in fighting 
the silver mania; and in and 
commercial affairs, as in international 
affairs, his seasoned judgment and, 
practical: good sensé were valuable‘ to 
the country. 

It is curious to remember that “Mr. 
Morron might have been President of 
the United States. Unofficially and 
tentatively the Republican nomination 
for Vice President was offered to him 
in 1880. He declined.. ‘Presumably 
the then angry resentments of Mr: 
Conk Lina had to be.placated,. though 
they turned out to be implacable, by 
the nomination of Mr. ArtHutr. Min- 
ister to “France for five years, Mr.’ 
Morton not only succeeded in induc- 
ing the French Government fo repeal 
important restraints on American com- 
merce, but he won the respect and 
liking not only of the French but 
even of the tribe, often somewhat 
exacting and hard to please, of Amer- 
ican travelers, aid he made the Amer- 
ican Legation in ‘Paris a home of the 
best intellectual and social distinction. 

- As Vice President in General Har- 
RISON’s Administration he was courte-. 
ous, dignified, impartial. In the’ Sén- 
ate, asin the House, and generally 
and constantly in his private and pub- 
lic life, he had the gift of being liked, 
of attracting good-will. At the Na- 
tional Republican ':Convention of’ 1888: 
Mr. Biatne’s candidate for Vice Pres- 
ident was Mr. ‘WittiaAM ’ WarTer 
Pue.rps of. New. Jersey. In 1892. Mr. 
Buaine’s friends, or the ingratitude 
of Republican delegates, prevented-the 
renomination of Mr. Morrow, for} 
which there was every reason. ‘He 
deserved the nomination at least as 
much as' General Harkison did, and 
he. had kept his old friends and ac- 
quired new ones, an art which General 
Harrison, with all his solid qualities 
and good intentions, unfortunately 
lacked. It is possible that Mr. Mor- 
TON was able to read with equanimity 
the election returns. 

Chosen Governor of New York in 
1894, a year memorable for catas- 
trophic Democratic folly, he was a 
competent, and indeed an admirable, 
Executive. From the end of his term 
to the end of his life he was sur- 
rounded by all that can make life 
agreeable. Farming, stock;raising, 
art, books, landscape gardening, oli 
friends and such society as he wished 
were his; nor did he torget the char- 
ities and philanthropies. In the best 
sense, materially and morally, his ¥ was 
a prosperous, a useful, a well-used 
end happy career.
